Cornelia Otis Skinner 
is the ideal biographer for 
the great Sarah Bernhardt, 
and in MADAME SARAH 
we have a marvelous story. 
Bernhardt’s self-pro- 
motion was of the Elinor 
Glyn/tiger-skin flamboy- 
ant type. Her lovers were 
said to be legion, (she had 
the leading-man-as-lover 
habit), her scale of living 
was always on the far side 
of debt, and her tempera- 
ment was out of grand 
opera. Nevertheless her 
dedication to. the theater 
never flagged, and was 
matched only by her 
patriotism. So many lies 
have been told, and somuch 
exaggeration left for the 
record, that weighing the 
evidence could have stag- 
gered a less determined 
biographer, but not this 
author. A wonderful book 
about a magnificent char- 
acter. 


To look back upon one’s 
earlier life and choose the 
best times must be a 
pleasant task. John Dos 
Passos has done this in 
THE BEST TIMES: AN IN-

is his best book in years, 
filled with warmth and 
humor.
